PRESIDENT CKAPIK AND THE TEH- 


PKBAHCE TICKET. 


On the 24th of October, President A. 
li. Cbapin, of Uelcnl college, wrote a let- 
ter to a friend in IJihvatikeo on the tem- 
perance ticket, in which he said: 


I exceedingly deprecate the starting 


of an independent temperance ticket for 
pending election in our State, ns a meas- 
ure, in my view, fraught only with mis- 
chief to both the cause of temperance 
and the political welfare of our common- 
wealth and our nation. Nearly every 
vote given for the Temperance ticket will 
bo one taken from the Republican party, 
and will contribute, so far, to pass the 
rule of the State over to the Democratic 
party, which makes the drinking saloons 
ita centres of iuilueuce, and which has 
been, through all ita history, the deter- 
mined opponent of all measures designed 
to restrict tho sale and use of intoxica- 
ting liquors—to say nothing of ita ruin- 
ous policy in other matters. 
They who 


have at heart the moral elevation of our 
people, and the sound administration of 
our public affairs, may well pause before 
assuming the risk of such consequences 
from a measure of such doubtful expe- 
diency. 


President Chapin is n consistent and 


earnest friend of temperance reform. He 
is always ready to do that which will 
contribute to tho success ot the temper- 
ance movement, but ho can not endorse 
the organization of the temperance party, 
nor give the Prohibition ticket nny sup- 
port. What ho says in the letter given 
above is well worth reading, and well 
worth heeding. 


THE COtfSriTUTIONAL AMESDMESTS. 
Our readers wilt remember that there 


are four amendments to tho State consti- 
tution to bo voted for at tho coming elec- 
tion. They are all in relation to biennial 
.sessions of the legislature, and are ns 
follows: 


1. Providing tor the election of mem- 


bers of tho Assembly biennially and in 
single districts.' '• 


2. Providing Cor the election ot Sena- 


tors in single districts for four years. 


3. Providing for biennial sessions of 


the Legislature. 


4. Fixing the. salaries of members ot 


the Legislature at $500 for each regular 
session, and that no stationery, news- 
papers, postage-or other perquisites shall 
be provided to members by tho State. 


These ore tuojwuondmetits which are 


proposed .to 
the 
constitution 
and 


thoy 
arc 
very 
important. 
The 


question of biennial sessions of the Leg- 
islature has been long discussed in Wis- 
consin, and this is the first time tho mat- 
wont directly before the people. There aro 
thirty States out of thirty-eight, and all 
Territories, holding biennial sessions of 
their Legislatures, anil the number of 
States adopting the biennial system is 
gradually increasing. Whether or no 
that system is better for Wisconsin than 
tho annual can not be ascertained till it 
is tried. It is an experiment, ot course, 
and 
those ' 
who 
desire 
to 


see 
biennial 
sessions 
tested will 


work and vote for the amendments. The 
Gazette has supported the proposition 
to submit this question to the people on 
the ground that there seemed to be a gen- 
eral desire among the voters to adopt bi- 
ennial sessions,' at least to give them a 
trial. The matter is now squarely before 
the people, and it is for them to decide 
whether or no tho biennial system shall 
be practically adopted. 


There is some dispute as to how the 


amendments shall be voted for—that is 
there is a conflict between the constitu- 
tion of the State and the act which places 
these amendments before tho people. It 
will be observed that the amendments 
effect different sections ot tho constitu- 
_tion, and the constitution provides that 
"if more than one amendment be sub- 
mitted they shall bo submitted in such 
manner that the people may vote 'for' or 
' against' such amendment separately." 
But tho law submitting these amend- 
ments provides that all four shall be voted 
for or 'igainat as a whole. 
Hero is 


a 
conflict 
which 
is 
quite 
in- 


portant, and^to follow tho constitution 
and vote for the amendments [separately, 
would be fatal to the biennial system, as 
the four amendments must bo adopted 
in order to make the biennial scheme per- 
fect. 


The Attorney General has given it as 


his opinion that all the amendments must 
be voted as a whole, "for" or "against." 
Under this construction tho ballot will 
read, for those who favor the amend- 
ments, thus: 


"For the amendment to section four, 


article fouri ot the constitution; for the 
amendment to section five article four of 
the constitution;.for the amendment to 
section eleven, article four ot the consti- 
tution; for tho amendment to section 
twenty-one, article four of tho constitu- 
tion." Those who desire to vote against 
the amendments will use the same words 
except that tho word "againnt" will bo 
substituted for the word "for."

Hiiln* and Records Pound In a Baby 


Ionian Temple—Remains, Al»o, ol 
tho Hanging Gordons—Tal»le»» and 
Their Inscription*. 
The spado of the explorer has once 
more been busy amid tho mounds and 
ruins ol Assyria and Babylonia, and a 
rich harvest ol antiquities has resulted 
from the work. The explorations car- 
ried out during eighteen months by Mr. 
Hormuzd Ilassain,-though affording no 
such grande trouvaille as tho bronze 
gates from Ballawat, have, neverthe- 
less, been rich in discoveries which wil 
bu welcomed by all students of history 
and philology. Tlio recovery o£ tho 
library of tevra-cotta tablets from tho 
palaces ol Sennacherib and Assnrbani 
pal has restored to us a vast mass of lit 
cratnro, and supplied long-lost chap 
tcrs in tho history, mythology aiu 
science ol tho world. 
It has als< 


proved to us that, valuable ns thes 
records are, we have in them but sec 
ond and third editions of works firs 
compiled by the scribes in the library 
cities of Babylonia. Tho discovery of: 
fragments led Assyriologists to hope' 
that tho explorer would bo able to re- t 
cover from tho ruins of tho cities of: 
Chaldea the older versions of the As- 
syrian texts, and the expedition of 1880 
-81, which Mr. Kassam has just con- 
cluded, has so far met their wishes in 
that from the ruins of tho temples and; 
palaces of Babylon, Borsippn, Sippra 
and Cutha he brings records and copies' 
of religious texts, some of which will, no; 
doubt, furnish tho required Chaldean: 
versions. 
. 
; 


From the earliest days of Mesopota- 


mian travel.tho spade of the explorer; 
has been applied to tho ruins of Baby-! 
Ion. Strange as it may seem, although; 
for more than throe centuries the ruins; 
have been known and visited, and for; 
centuries the Arab brick merchants; 
have been digging amid its ruins for- 
bricks, it is only within tho last few 
years that records of importance havo 
beea recovered. With the exception of •: 
thousands of bricks bearing tho names' 
and titles of • Nebuchadnezzar, and cyl-j 
inders inscribed with tho records of 
temples and palaces built or restored by I 
the builder-king and his successors, nol 
record of historical or scientific impor-: 
tancc has been recovered from amid the; 
ruins. But tho year 1874 began a newr 
era in Baby Ionian explorations, for from: 
that time on there has been a continu-! 
ous How of inscriptions and records; 
from the treasure-house ol the city; and: 
we now know much more of tho popu-; 
lar life of ISabylon and its people thon: 
after years of study we have been able: 
to ascortaiuregardingNinovoh from the' 
monuments and records. The .tablets 
fonnd by the Arabs in 1874-'7G were 
purchased by the late George Smith f or, 
thcTrustees of the British Museum, and 
tho subsequent finds mado by Mr. Has-1 
sam have added some hundreds to this 
branch of the collection, so that of this! 
class of tablets there arc now more 
than :t,000 examples in tho British 
Museum. These tablets show that for 
a long period, probably several centur- 
ies, tho family of the'Beni Egibi were: 
the leading commercial firm of Baby-! 
Ion, and to them was confided all the' 
business of the Babylonian Ministry of: 
Finance. The building whose ruins are' 
marked by the mound of Jnmjuma was: 
the chanccllcrie of tho livm, and from 
its ruins come the records of every 
class of monetary transactions. The 
documents, being all most carefully 
dated and compiled, are of great value 
to the chronologist and historian; 
while to the student of Babylonian civ- 
ilization they are of tho highest im- 
portance. From the tax receipts wo' 
learn how tho revenue was raised by 
duties levied on land, on crops of dates 
and corn, on cattle, by imposts for the. 
use of the irrigation canals and the use: 
of the public roads, it is almost im- 
possible to estimate too highly the im-, 
portanee of such a scries of documents 
as these, dealing with every phase of 
social life, and coming f,ous from a city 
from within whoso walls were gathered 
representatives of every "nation, peo- 
ple and tongue." 


The inscriptions which Mr. Rassam 


has recovered are not confined to docu- 
ments of this class only. It was long 
feared by Assyriologists that Babylo- 
nian M-story w'as irretrievably lost, as 
no historical records were recovered; 
hiit from the ruins of the palaces of the 
Kings of Babylon Mr. llassam has 
brought fragments of historical de- 
scriptions of webuchadnezzar, a valua- 
ble precis of the history of tho lost days 
of the Babylonian Empire, extending 
from the seventh year of Nabonidus to 
the fall ol the city before the hosts of 
Cyrus, a royal record of the_ Persian 
conqueror, and, lastly, an inscribed 
record ol the last great victor who en- 
tered Babylon, Alexander of Macedon. 
The scarcity of stone in Babylonia, and 
the extensive use of bricks, rendered 
the ruins of Babylonian palaces not 
fruitful fields for the explorer in search 
of architectural remains. In tho ruins 


f tho Kasr or "palace" mound, Mr. 
kiissam has found chambers aud corri- 
OM which formed part of the royal 
esidcucc ol the Kings of Babyton.'. 
'ho uso ol plaster and painted bricks 


decoration 
in those chambers af- 
ords strong support to the statements 
f the GreeK writers as to thfl mode of 
.ecorating the 
royal residences of 


Babylon. Oh the extreme north of the 
ruins of Babylon, and partly without 
he enceinte, is the large mound called 
iy tho natives the Babel mound. Exca- 
vations mode here have brought to 
ight the remains of ox tensive hydraulic 
works, wells and conduits lined with 
tones, and evidently connected with, 
he Euphrates. The discovery of these 
'emains would seem to indicate that' 
lero had stood the hanging gardens, 
>uilt by the Babylonian King for his 
Median Queen, and tho supposition re- 
ceives additional support from the re- 
covery of a small inscribed tablet, 
which clearly proves the fondness of 
the Babylonian Kings for horticulture. 
V scribe attached to one of the palace 
or temple libraries of Babylon has trans- 
mitted to ns a list of the gardens or 
paradises of the Babylonian Monarch, 
Merodachbaladan, the contemporary of 
Jargon, Sennacherib and Hozekiah. 
This monarch appears to have been a 
lavish patron of horticulture, for tho 
list furnishes the names of more than 
sixty gardens and parks in and about 
Babylon constructed by tho royal order. 


Leaving Babylon, we now cross tho 


Euphrates aud pass southwest to glance 
at tho work which has been carried out 
on tho ruins of the Birs Ninroud, tlio 
traditional site of the Tower of Babel, 
but really the ruins of tho seven-staged 
Ziggurat, or observatory tower ol the 
great Temple of Nobo, at Borsippa. 
Excavations in tho Birs have brought 
to light several chambers of tho ancient 
temple, and also afforded much infor- 
mation regarding tlio construction of 
tho stage tower. From this site Mr. 
llassam has brought somo fragments 
from the great mass of vitrified brick, 
which has so long been a puzzle to 
travelers, and it is to be hoped that 
somo student of scienco may explain 
tho cause of this vitrifaction. Babylon 
may claim to bo,tho mother of Ninevah 
and tho cities of Assyria, yet among 
the cities of its own land there arc 
those which could lay claim to far more 
ancient traditions, and even to being 
the ancestors of Babylon itself. AH 
students of history and antiquity will 
welcome the discovery made by Mr. 
.Rassam of the sites ol two ol these an- 
cient cities, whoso records and tradi- 
tions carry us far back to the days 
when, perchance, Babylon was yet " a 
little village." While in the neigh- 
borhood of 
Bagdad, 
Mr. llassam 


heard 
Irom 
the 
Arabs 
of 
some ruins, on the bank of a half-dry 
canal, called by the Arabs Yusullieh, 
whore plenty of "written stones wcro 
to be found." The mounds to which 
his attentions was directed were called 
Deyr, and were situated on the north 
bank of the canal about thirty miles 
southwest of Bagdad. Tho tost trenches 
cut in tho mounds did not bring to 
light any very important remains, only 
a number of inscribed bricks of tho 
time of Nebuchadnezzar, and no in- 
formation was affordrtl as to the site 
represented by tho ruins. But if the 
mounds ot Doyr woro drawn blank, a 
more fruitful spot was awaiting the 
touch of tho explorer's wand to burst 
'forth into a rich" harvest of discoveries. 


While working at Doyr Mr. Rassam 
paid a visit to the mounds called by tho 
Arabs Tell Abu Hubba, where his tost 
trenches soon rewarded him for the dis- 
appointment of Deyr. Tho mounds of 
Abu Hubba are very extensive, cover- 
ing an area over two miles in circum- 
ference, and the position of tho walls 
and citadel arc clearly marked by 
mounds and embankments of debris. 
Lika most Babylonian edifices, the 
buildings at Abu Hubba are built with 
the angles to tho cardinal points. 


Tho citadel occupies thp southern 
portion of the enceinte, and its highest 
point was on the southwest face, which 
was onco on the banks of a broad canal 
or a branch of tho Euphrates, tho bed 
of which is now represented by 
the dry channel of tho Ruthwaniyeh 
Canal. In the interior of the edifice 
an interesting pair ol rooms were 
discovered and 
cleared ol 
debris 


by .the fortunate explorer, and it 
is Irom records found in these.cham- 
bers that wo have been able to ascertain 
the name of the city and the nature of 
the edifice whose ruins are buried bo- 
iiuath the mounds of Abu Hubba. . In 
excavating a trench following a wall in 
the central portion of tho mound, a 
doorway was found leading into a largo 
gallery or chamber one hundred feet m 
length and about thirty-five feet in 
width. In this chamber woro the re- 
mains of a largo brick altar nearly thirty 
feet square, and evidently tho groat 
sacrificial altar of the temple. In the 
wall of this chamber a door wns found 
leading into a smaller room, which, from 
its construction and position, Mr. Ras- 
sam considered to be tho record cham- 
ber of tho cditice. In his explorations 
at Ballawat, which we fully doscribod 
some time since, Mr. Rassam found tho 
memorial records of the builder of tho 
great temple of the. Assyrian war god 
placed in a stouo cist and buried near 
the altar. The scarcity of stone iu 
Babylonia caused tho builders of tho 
temples at Abu Hubba to inclose tho 
records in a cist made of terra-cotta, 
and to bury this beneath tho iloorof tho 
chamber. Tlio shaft sunk by the ex- 
cavators employed 
by Mr. Rassam 
brought these precious records to light, 
and from them wo are able to ascertain 
the name of tho city and temple whose 
ruins have boon discovered. Tho first 
throe linos of the largest of the founda- 
tion records brings our speculative 
thoughts to a focus and center our 
minds on the traditions of one of tho 
most ancient cities of Chaldea: "To tho 
Sim-god, the great lord, dwelling in 
Iiit-1'u.rra, which is within the city ol 
Sippara." Here, then, wo havo re- 
stored to us tho ruins and records of a 
city whoso traditions go back to the 


hanced by the further discoveries made 
by Mr. Rassam in another grave mound 
of Chaldea. The excavations which the 
explorer made in tho mounds of Hubl 
Ibrahoon, some ten miles .east of Baby- 
km> have restored records which prove 
that beneath these ruins were the re- 
mains of the temples and palaces of tho 
City of CutJia, oue.of tho great theolog- 
ical centers of Babylonia. . In. the south- 
ern portion of. the larger of the two 
mounds at Hubr Ibraheem, Mr. Ras- 
sam found extensive remains of build- 
ings, chambers and corridors, and 
tho inscribed bricks and tablets recov- 
ered point to these edifices as being the 
remains of the great . Temple of Nergal 
and his consort Laz, which was re- 
stored by the great1 temple-builder, 
Nebuchadnezzar. 
To 
the . Biblical 
scholar tho discoveries of these cities, 
Sepharvaim and Cntha, is a great gain, 
lor from them were brought the men of 
Sepharvaim and the men of Cutha, who 
were placed in Samaria by the Assyrian 
conqueror Sagon (2 Kings, xvii., 21-31).

The 
traveler who visits these lost remains of 
the seed of Israel may carry his thoughts 
far back beyond tho days of the Cap- 
tivity, into tho azure of the past, to the 
days when tho ancestors of those men 
mado the courts of Bit-Parra echo with 
hymns of praise to tho Sun,'the "loVd 
ol light and golden rays." The above 
is tho record of an explorer's short 
campaign amid the buriod cities of 
Chaldoa, and its results are such as 
lead us to hope for richer discoveries 
in tho future from tho land where cen-

days before the Hood, when pious Xis- 
utbrns, by order of his God, "buried 
in tho city of Sippara of tho Sun tho 
history of the beginning, progress, and 
the end of all things" antediluvian. 
And now we recover, twenty-seven cen- 
turies after they wore buriod, the rec- 
ords of the pious restorers of this an- 
cient temple. Such a discovery as this 
almost makes us inclined to dig on in 
hopes of finding the most ancient rec- 
ords buried there by tho Chaldean 
Noah. 
There are many points of history- 


raised by this inscription, but it will 
Butlicc to say that from tho earliest days 
of Babylonian history the city of " Sip- 
para of the Sun" was a prominent cen- 
ter of social and religious life. The ex- 
cavations, therefore, at Abn Hubba 
have restored to us the ruins of the 
great temple of tho sun-god, "the 
House of Light," in the Chaldean Heli- 
opolts. Tho monument reveals to us 
the fact that there was a second city of 
Sippara, whose ruins are probably 
marked by tho mounds of Deyr, and 
which was dedicated to the goddess 
Anat or Anunit, and tho two cities of 
Sippara may be identified with tho 
cities of Sepharvhim. mentioned by the 
Hebrew writers of tho Second Book of 
Kings.
